Paul Brown Likely to Ask Presi- 
dent for Pardon for M. G. 
‘Winegar. 


WILL QUESTION CLIENTS 


Embezzlement by Agent to Be 
Charged if the Statements 
Are Found to Be True. 


‘Paul Brown of 10 Washington ter- 
race, wealthy broker, has been mak- 
ing a determined effort for months 
to save M. G. Winegar from having 
to serve a sentence of five years in 
the Leavenworth prison for using the 
mails to perpetrate land frauds. It 
is sald that steps are now being@aken 
to ask President Wilson for a pardon, 

Brown told a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported today he was working in 
Winegar’s behalf because he had 
been a lifelong friend of Winegar’s 
parents at Montgomery City, Mo. 
Winegar, he said, had done his first 
work in Brown’s office. Brown does 
not believe the prison sentence, 
passed in February, 1913, was in ac- 
cordance with the facts, and he still 
hopes Winegar will be spared a 
prison term, although the latter has 
exhausted all the court resources 
open to him. 

Winegar, who lives at the Planters 
Hotel, and George L. Coburn, who 
lives at the Buckingham Hotel, would 
have been started to the Federal 
prison last Wednesday -if they had 
not succeeded in obtaining a 30-day 
stay mandate of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which last 
April affirmed their sentence. Un- 
less they succeed in obtaining another 
delay, they will be started to prison 
Jan. 1. 

Brown would not discuss the things 
being done in Winegar’s behalf, but 
United States District Attorney Oli- 
ver said the stay of sentence had 
been obtained on the plea that new 
evidence had been discovered, and 
that friends of Winegar and Colburn 
wished to have a soll survey of Ala- 
bama lands, which they had sold, to 
determine whether the testimony 
given at the trial was justified. 

At the tria] it was shown that Col- 
born was president and Winegar 
vice president of the Washington and 
Choctaw Land >, which owned 
39,000 acres cf and in Alabama and 
Mississippi.“ They advertisea it ex- 
tensively for sale, from their offices 
in St. Louls, stating that it was 
cleared, fertile land, and an ideal 
place to establish towns, as a rail- 
road ran through it. They asked 
$17.60 an acre. 

The Government, at the trial, showed 
that the land had been bought by the 
company for $2 an acre, that it was 
marshy and boggy and that the rail- 
road mentioned was a logging road. 

The District Attorney said that Wine- 
gar and Colburn apparently hoped to 
prove by the survey that the land was 
as represented and that they had not 
been able to present the facts properly 
at their trial. With such a favorable re- 
port, he said, President Wilson proba- 
bly would be asked to grant a pardon. 
He declared that, from what he knew 
of the case, he did not see that Winegar 
and Colburn would gain by the delay. 
He would not state whethef he would 
oppose the application for a pardon. Ho 
said the Government had made a strong 
case against Winegar’and Colburn tn 
all courts in which the case had been 
heard.

Millionaire in Interview Denies 
Any Ulterior Advertising Mo- 
tive in Peace Plan. 


“NOBODY CAN STOP ME” 


Declares He Will Visit Germany 
and England——Passport for 
Neutral Countries Only. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Henry Ford dis- 
cussed his personal sincerity in his peace 
movement today at the Hotel Biltmore 

Ford was informed that many persons 
were of the opinion that he was not 
altogether sincere in his mission; that 
the scheme was one of personal, if nox 
business, publicity. Seizing his inter- 
viewer by the shoulders, the automobile 
manufacturer burst forth into this de- 
fense of himself and his motives: 

“A lot of people seem to question my 
sincerity in this matter, but they are 
sadly mistaken. I am absolutely sin- 
cere, and | shall sail on the peace ship 
myself. Furthermore, to show my sin- 
cerity, I want to say that late last night 
I drew up my final will and testament 
I also turned over all my stock to my 
son, Edsel, to act as my proxy, and 
deeded him power of attorney for all my 
business. 

Opposed to War Always. 

“T have been opposed to war always 
and was looking about for the most 
plausible way of ending it. This trip to 
Europe appealed to me as the most 
practical plan yet revealed. 

“At least it will receive publicity, and 
publicity sets the people to thinking. 

“If we fail in this mission we shall 
try something elise. 1 am not going 
to stop until this war is stopped—and 1 
don't care how much money it costs me, 
What we will try next time I do not 
know, but I am ready to finance any 
proper plan that will stop this terrible 
war.’’ 

Ford was asked whether he would 
visit England. 

“Yes, | am going to visit England 
and I am going to visit Germany, too,”’ 
he replied. 

“And nobody's going to stop me from 
Visiting those two countries. I am going 
into England and Germany on business, 
rot on a peace mission. I have a big 
factory in England and I am planning 
tc build a factory in UVermany when 
the war is over. 

‘I guess there will be about 175 peop!= 
on the Oscar II and there will be 4 
newspaper reporters among them. And ! 
an going to see to it that the newspaper 
people get the best of treatment, for 
they, after all, are the most important 
members of the mission. Even though ~ 
am criticised and even ‘hough the mis. 
sion may not be all right, the publicit’ 
will set the people thinking about wa. 
and the cause of peace will be advanced. 

The Scandivanian-American liner Os- 
car II, on which Ford has engaged 
passage for his peace expedition, will de- 
part from New York tomorrow after 
noon on schedule, according to agents 
of the line. Mr. Ford has engaged the 
first and second cabins for his peace 
envoys. In addition, 460 passengers go- 
ing home to Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark for the holidays, will occupy the 
third-class quarters. All passports. will 
be examined at the pier, and it is saia 
no person will be permitted to go aboar:! 
without one. 

Ford Secking Wisdom. 

Halverd Jacobsen, the line's manager, 
gsays.the Oscar II should be in Chris- 
tlania by Dec. 14 or 15. Concerning the 
possibility that Bri@ish warships mig? 
take the steamer to Kirkwall, he said 
that few of the line's steamers had been 
taken there recently, as the British Gov- 
ernment has been content with stopping 
the vessels off the north coast of Scot- 
land or sending an officer on board to 
examine the passenger and cargo mani- 
fests. 

“IT don't know when I'll return, but I 
expect to come back much Wiser than 
I am now,” said Ford. 

Representatives of newspapers of bel- 
ligerent nations are to be barred from 
the Oscar Il. A. F. Bullock, American 
correspondent of the London Dally Mail, 
‘made application.to go with the vessel, 
and in the application said his paper 
wanted to pay his way. The application 
was refused, the reason given being 
that this was wholly an American en- 
terprise. 

Mre. Ford Net Going. - 

Mre. Ford expressed her regrets on 
being unable to accompany her hue- 
hand, said her son Edsel had also 
wanted to go, but that work in the fac 
tory would keep him too busy. 

“Rut no matter the result,” she said, 
“the world will know that there is a 
deep feeling throughout this country 
and other nations against war. The 
chance that great good may come makes 
the attempt worth while. There are 
enough men and women sitting back 
with folded hands and unsesing ever.”

He 
never lost an opportunity to gather 
facta ahd make observations concern- 
ing the Army and Navy and their of- 
ficers and men. He made many visits 
to Annapolis, and is in touch with what 
is being done there, and at ali the 
navy yards and naval stations. Not 
long before the war broke in Europe 
he completed a tour of investigation 
through the nation. It is said by per- 
sons who know him intimately that the 
German naval attache is better inform- 
ed about the United States navy than 
many of its own officers are. He 
knows the strong points and weak 
points in it. He is familiar with all 
the coast defenses and other fortifica- 
tions. It is believed that, if the 
United States were to have war with 
Germany, and Capt. Boy-Ed ever got 
back to the Kaiser's navy, he would 
be able to pilot the big guns or the 
submarines to places. where they could 
do most damage. 
«The British Government began to 
take notice of Capt. Boy-Ed and to have 
tab kept on him. London newspapers 
charged him with stirring up strife 
among the German-Americans. They 
described him as a “particularly inter- 
esting man who served for six years 
previous to comifg to the United States 
at the elbow of Grand Admiral von Tir- 
pits, as the chief of the ‘news division’ 
of the imperial admiralty at Berlin.” 
They said his chief duty was to manu- 
facture:public sentiment in favor of the 
imperial admiralty’s incessant expansion 
and that the inspired preas was fed by 
Capt. Boy-Ed. The pamphiets ‘“See- 
stern,” “The German Fieet and Eng- 
iand,” “The Coming Naval War,” and 
the like,~were said to bear the earmarks 
of Capt. Boy-Ed. ,

has done more to popularize German sea 
power and to achieve it than Capt. Boy- 
Bd,"’ te the estimate one English naval 
writer makes of the naval attache.

Capt. Boy-Ed, as chief of the news dl- 
vision of the Intelligence Service, kept 
well to the front “the English peril,’ 
which may have had something to do 
with the British disiike for him. In 1910,

Steam Baths Weekly. 


rhich is provided tn quantities at every 
station of consequence. Part of évery 
Russian soldier's equipment is a supply 
of tea and sugar. With these and a 
hunk of black bread the Russian fight- 
ing man will travel for days uncom- 
plainingly. At every station every 
available foot of floor space was cov~- 
ered with sleeping or resting soldiers, 
patiently awaiting hours for trains to 
take them further. 

Within 200 Yards of Germane. 

The trenches at one point visited were 
scarcely 200 yards from those of the 
Germans. There was a labyrinth of 
deep passages intercepting one another, 
braced by stakes from caving in. Soi- 
diers stood at the portholes, alert for 
the least sign of a movement across 
the way and keeping up a desultory fire 
day and night. Overhead, at interv 
whistled shells from the Russian and 
German batteries, the gunners intent 
upon keeping their opponents aware tha: 
they were on the watch. 

Several days were passed with the 
First Piberian Corps, whose headquar- 
ters, a few miles behind the trenches. 
are located in the beautiful home of a 
Russian General, at present elsewhere 
engaged. Here also are located the 
headquarters of the Twenty-first Fly- 
ing Column of the Russian Red Cross, 
under Commander Andrew Kalpashni- 
koff, former secretary of the Russian 
embassy at Washington. Dr. Malcolm 
Grow of Philadelphia has recently been 
appointed chief surgeon of this organ- 
igation,- with the rank of Lieutenant. 
Colonel. Among the sisters attached to 
the column is Mme. Peshkoff, wife uf 
the commander of the corps. She, with 
three other sisters, are untiring in their 
efforts to relieve the suffering of tho 
sick and wounded. There are not more 
than a dozen men slightly wounded at 
the present time. 


The practice of tea drinking to the 
almost utter exclusion of unbolled water 
has reduced liliness to a minimum 
throughout the army. 

The staff headquarters of one regi- 
ment a mile from the trenches are in 
the magnificent country estate of a Po- 
lish Count.

rograd, Dec. 3.—The next forward move- 
ment of the Russian armies will be in 
numbers of milMopns, not army corps, 
according to the ‘statement of a high 
army official. The armies are in better 
shape than for many months, said this 
official, and quite capable of moving 
forward at any point. But the new, 
broad plan of campaign contemplates 
much more than the taking of towns 
end territory by drives at this point and 
that. 

The Russian staff is well satisfied with 
the net result of the strategy during 
the last summer and, it is asserted, is 
willing to bide its time for the incep- 
tion of the new campaign. 

A contented army, well fed, clothed 
and housed and steam cleaned weekly, 
is the first Russian army, as seen by 
the Associated tress correspondent dur- 
ing a 10 days’ visit to the positions 
along the Eastern front. The army is 
in snug, permanent winter quarters, but 
is ready at an hour’s notice to march. 

Within a mile of the firing line—and 
firing is kept up intermittently day and 
night, both from the trenches and by 
the batteries—are thousands of men 
camped in half-underground cabins of 
logs, covered with sod and soil, proof 
against cold, and almost bomb proof. 


Steam Baths for Men. 

There are quarters for the officers 
and for the men, officer@’ clubs and 
mess quarters, and, strangest of all, 
steam baths, in which the men take 
turns in squads at being thoroughly 
steamed and scrubbed. They are then 
furnished with fresh under garments. 
In one section inspected by the corre- 
spondent 2500 men were camped in a 2- 
acre patgh of woodland, but the im- 
pression deities on a drive through the 
camp was @f one-tenth of that number. 
An enemy airman would have difficulty 
in locating the camp at all. 
The men follow their own inclinations 
to a large extent*in the matter of build- 
ing quarters. Sometimes 10, sometimes 
40 combine their efforts and build ac- 
cordingly. The first excavation is made 
either in the side of a hill or a level 
spot. Trees are felled and in an in- 
crediblg short time the walls and roof 
are formed of logs, after the fashion 
of the American frontiersmen. If the 
men are fortunate enough to have ob- 
tained a window sash, that is fitted into 
place; ot@erwise, the only resort for 
light is candles, of which there appears 
to be an abundance. Along the sides 
bunks are arranged. In the center of 
the more pretentious structures a ‘rude 
stove of rock or bricks is erected. 
The bathhouses are of similar con- 
struction, with a tight compartment 
containing a stone stove or furnace. 
Shelves range around three sides, on Rr RS ; 
which the bathérs Iie. Water thrown Rin 
on the hot stove provides a dense steam. 
After an hour of perspiring in such an 
atmosphere and scrubbing by men de- 
tailed for the service, the soldiers come 
forth parboiled, but thoroughly cleansed. 

Orchestra in Officers’ Quarters, 

In the officers’ clubroom tables are 
arranged tor the seating of forty or 
fifty. At a speciat breakfast recently 
given, an orchestra of 20° pieces, re- 
cruited from among the enlisted men, 
played airs from the various operas in 
excellent style. A chorus of a dozen 
soldiers alternated, with Russian folk 
ws. 

While the breakfast was in progress 
word of a Servian victory over the Bul- 
garians was telephoned from the camp. 
The message was read by the com- 
iander and prolonged cheering fol- 
lowed, the orchestra rendering the Ser- 
vian national anthem. 

Food is plentiful. Not only is there a 
variety, but certain delicacies are served 
at the officers’ mess. According to cus- 
toms the soup served to the soldiers 
must first be tested by the officer in 
command, Three pounds of bread are 
served per man, a liberal quantity of 
ineat and “kasha” or boiled buckwheat. 

The men are all provided with long 
ulsters, lambs wool caps, good woolen 
underwear and stout boots. The cor- 
respondent was struck by the unfversal 
good humor of the men. On the way 
to the front train after train was 
passed filled with soldiers. Most of the 
trains were composed of freight cars 
‘Itted with bunks, At the doors and

The business of the Missouri Taxicat 
Co., which made an assignment In Sep- 
tember for the benefit of creditors. is 


being wound up by Lester l. Heyman 
the assignee. He says he is not alle 


settled. 

The difficulties of the company. Hey- 
man says, began with the substitution 
of touring cars and limousines for taxi- 
cabs, and the finishing touch was given 
by the jitneys. 

The company did very well when 
operated regulation taxicabs, but afte: 
a time, when competition became more 
keen, one of the companies substituted 
touring cars, and the others had to fol- 
low suit. From touring cars the nex: 


step was to limousines and each change. 


meant heavy losses through the sacriffc- 
ing of the machines that were discarded, 


Limousines Sacrificed, 


When Sleyman took charge of the 
firnYs affairs it owned seven limousines 
which had cost from $2000 to $3000 each. 
Iinder forced sale they brought from 
$200 to $300. The losses sustaineg on 
the Iimousines were preceded by losses 
on the touring cars when they were dis- 
carded and by losses on the taxicabs 
when they were discarded. These 
losses, with the heavy running expense, 
brought on disaster. 

Heyman attributes the disappearance 
of taxis from the streets of St. Louis, 
while they flourish in other great cities 
and in many smaller ones, to the fact 
that St. Louis has a Union Station. In 
other cities, he says, where there are 
several railroad stations, the taxis are 
kept busy transferring transients from 
one station to another and from hotels 
to the different stations. This, patron- 
age, with side trips, enables them to 
make woney. : 

No Demand for Taxis. 

In St. Louis, he has found, there 1s 
practically no demand for taxi service 
except between Union Station and the 
principal downtown hotels and this busi- 
ness is not enough to pay taxi com- 
panies and private owners of taxis. Al- 
though the rates aré higher than in 
New York and other cities the revenue 
is insufficient and the ‘regulation taxi- 
cabs have disappeared. 

The companies which formerly op- 
erated the taxicabs now maintain a fleet 
of limousines and flat rates have al- 
most entirely superseded meter rates. 

The jitneys, Heyman says, have en- 
croached on the theater business of the 
taxicab companies, by cutting the rates. 
The Missouri company was unable to 
survive under all these adverse condi- 
tions and’the assignment was made.

SIDNEY FRANCIS 
HOME FROM QUEST 
OF THE UNUSUAL 


St. Louisan Started Out as 
“Hobo,” Returns as Life 
Insurance Agent.

Sidney Francis, 27 yeare old, one of, 
the six sons of former’ Gov. David R. 
Francis, has returhed to St. Louis after 
an absence of nearly four years, the 
early part of which was spent in a 
tramp journey which was meant to 
encircle the world, but which ended at 
Honolulu, . 

The young man and his wife & & year, 
who was formerly Miss Julia Holmes of 


Pasadena, Cal., and who is the daughter 
of John R. Holmes, a‘former St. Louis- 
an, are living at the Francis home, 4421 
Maryland avenue. He is working as a 
life insurance agent, the business in 
which he engaged during the greater 
part of his absence from home. 

In the first part of his ‘“‘hobo” jour- 
ney, which was in California, Francis 
had three companions. Two of these 
were Eastern college youth, Hayward 
Brown and A. R. Dupont of New York. 
A third, who made the ocean journey 
with him, was George Little, son of 
William H. Little of 6310 Waterman ave- 
nue, president of a printing firm, 

Rede the Blind Baggage. 

He and Little left St. Louis, Jan. 31, 

1912. They rode first-class to Los An- 
geles and there started to ‘‘beat’’ their 
way. Their plan was to sail from San 
Francisco on a sailing vessel, visiting 
the South Sea Islands and Oriental 
ports, then to pass through the Suez 
Canal and tour Europe, whence they 
would return to New York. In Los An- 
geles they fell in with the two New 
York youths, who tebe them to 
San Francisco. 
\ From Los Angeles to San Francisco 
(475 miles) the young men rode the blind 
baggage, the “rods’’ beneath the cars, 
and the ‘‘dummies,”’ or empty freight 
cars. As passengers on the ‘“blind,’’ 
they rode for a- time on the fastest of 
the Pacific Coast trains, and the cold 
and the exposure nearly froze them. At 
several places they were pursued by 
policemen or railroad watchmen, and at 
Santa Barbara the authorities furnished 
them temporary lodging. 

In San Francisco Francis and Little 
got berths as common sailors on the Ed- 
ward Sewall, a square-rigged four-mast- 
er, carrying ballast to Honolulu, to re- 
turn with a cargo of sugar. 

A Wild Night at Sea. 

They had to sleep in the fo’castle, and 
work on deck and in the rigging like the 
other sailors. Nineteen days out, they 
struck’ a white squall—a big wind with 
no rain—and all hands were called ‘on 
deck in the middle of the night. 


During this voyage, one of the sailorm 
was hurt by the breaking of a hoisting f 


chain, which fractured his jaw and both 
his thumbs. The Captain set the frac- 
tures, as most Captains have a nack 
of doing, and the job fell somewhat 
short of what a surgeon would have 
done, The result was that the man's 
thumbs were stiff and useless. He sued 
the owner of the ship for $30,000, on ar- 


‘rival in Honolulu, and Little, Who was a 


lawyer, handled the case for him, Be- 
fore it came to trial, Little had to go, 
home. He had suffered from insomnia 
and nervousness on the voyage. 

That broke up Francis’ plan for a jour- 
ney around the world, and he remained 
in Honolulu a year and a half, selling 
life insurance. Then he returned to Cal- 
ifornia, and worked in the same line of 
business. When a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter saw him today, he declined to be 
interviewed about his adventures.

OPINION TO MAYOR 
UF NO VALUE NOW 


Former City Counsellor Held 
That Law Was Retroactive, 
Therefore Invalid. 
CER 


Mayor Kiel, City Counselor Daues and 
First Assistant City Counselor Young 
held a conference this morning follow- 
ing the publication of a letter written 
& year and a half ago by William E. 
Gaird, then City Counselor, and now as- 
sociated with Henry 8S. Priest, counsel 
for the United Railways, who informally 
gave his opinion to the Mayor that the 
mill tax ordinance was invalid. 

The principal point in Baird’s letter ts 
that, although the ordinance was not 
Passed and approved until March, 1903, 
it provided that it should become ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1903, or nearly three 
months before its passage. 

The letter first was published yester- 
day in the current issue of American 
Justice, a monthly publication which an- 
nounces itself to be “an advocate of in- 
dustrial peace and freedom,” but which 
more particularly devoted to opposi- 
tion to municipal ownership of public 
utilities. ' 

After the conference, Mayor Kiel said 
that he had thought that if there was 
any real danger of the/city losing the 
mill tax suit, he would be in favor of 
compromising it, but he said he was 
convinced after talking with the City 
Counselor that there was no danger. He 
expressed himself as thoroughly satis- 
fied to let the city’s legal department 


Remembers Baird’s Letter. 

Assistant City Counselor Young said 
this morning that he clearly remem- 
bered discussing with Baird the ques- 
tion about the date the ordinance be- 
came effective, and that at that time 
Baired “laughed at it,” and said that 
the United Railways would hardly be so 
foolish as to raise such a point sert- 
ously. 

Baird, since writing the letter, haa re- 
tired from the City Counselor's office 


and is now connected with the law firm 1) 


of Boyle & Priest, attorneys for the 
United Railways, which for 12 years hos 
waged a fight in the courts against the 
payment of the tax, which was 1 mill 
for each pay passenger carried, and 
amounts in the aggregate at this time to 
about $2,500,000. 

After the date on which the opinion 
Was said to have been delivered, Baird, 
as counsel for the city, fought the case 
for the city In the Supreme Court, and 
won a decision upholding the ordinance 
which he had previously said was in- 
valid. 

Baird in his letter, expresses the 
opinion that the mill tax ordinance 
was invalid, and indirectly advocated 
a compromise, saying “what is really 
needed is an extended service and 
not the exaction of taxes of doubt- 
ful legality.” 

The first point raised by Baird was 
that although the ordinance was not 
passed and approved until March, 
1903, it provided that it should be- 
come effective Jan. 1, 1903, or about 
three months before its passage. 

This, he said, made it void on its face. 
lie said it probably was intended to 
make it effective Jan. 1, 1904, but as it 
did not Ax that date the courts would 
have no power to change it. 

The failure of attorneys for the United 
Railways to urge before the Supreme 
Court of the United States that the city 
had no charter power to levy the tax, 
Baird says, probably bars the company 
from setting up that contention after 
the Supreme Court had decided the 
case, but Baird said, ‘The position 
which the city has been compelled to 
take, is highly technical and hardly 
fair.” 

Baird also expressed the opinion that 
the mill tax resulted in double taxa 
tion of the United Rallways. 

No Record of Opinion. 

City Counselor Daves said this morn- 
ing to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
there wae no record of the opinion 
having been rendered from the City 
Counselor's office. 

“Tf this opinion was given,"’ he said, 
“certainly a record of it should have 
been kept. The law requires that the 
request for an opinion from the City 
Counselor and the opinion shall be kept

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THE SUNDAY PAPER IS LEGAL. 

The Sunday newspaper is an established, law- 
ful institution, under the decision of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, written by Chief Justice 
Woodson. The Chief Justice pronounces the 
Sunday newspaper a necessity, and therefore the 
labor required to prepare and publish it is not 
forbidden by the Sunday law. As a disseminator 
of news of all kinds important to the public, as 
an educator promoting literature, arts and 
science, as an advertising medium for the masses 
of men seeking work as well as for business men 
offering goods for sale, as an organ of public 
opinion, the court finds that the newspaper is 
an institution necessary to fthe public welfare. 
It declares the Sunday newspaper has greater 
value and more potent influence than the weel® 
day newspaper: 

The great service the press is rendering to 
humanity is performed on Sunday as well as 
upon Monday or upon any other day of the 
week, and fts beneficence is more potent on 
the former than on the latter, for the simple 
reason that the tolling masses have more time 
to read the papers on Sunday and therefore 
acquire greater knowledge and information 
from them on that day than upon any other 
day of the week. 

The decision is based upon the effort of H. 
J. MeNichols to avoid paying for advertising in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch, on the ground that the 
publication was illegal under the Sunday law. The 
victory for the Sunday newspaper is sweeping.

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WE WANT BOTH CONVENTIONS. 

St. Louis wants both the Democratic and the 
Republican national convention this year. Much 
of the local effort to make provision on the most 
elaborate scale yet known for the comfort and 
convenience of convention guests has been based 
on the understanding that there is a good chance 
of obtaining both. 

Precedent exists for fixing the location of 
both conventions of the same year in the same 
town. New local demands arise in connection 
with these great bodies every four years. A town 
which has entertained one has had an experi- 
ence in caring for them which is lost when the 
second is held in another and perhaps remote 
town. 

The advantages for a numerous body of news- 
paper, telegraphic and other workers who im- 
partially give their skilled services to all con- 
ventions in the year of presidential elections 
are easily discerned. Ordinarily, after having 
settled themselves in one city and familiarized 
themselves with conditions, they are obliged 
after a few days to take up a wearisome itin- 
erary to face the problem of new quarters and 
new conditions and another crowded city. Why 
should they be compelled after one convention 
to move on? 

The same reasons which should cause the com- 
mittee of one party to fix its choice on St. Louis 
should also cause the committee of the other 
party to_ reject the claims of all cities other than 
S*. Loufts. These reasons are found in a total 
lack of any political conditions embarrassing to 
either party, the availability of a commodious 
and absolutely fireproof convention hall, the 
possession of the most ample railroad and tele- 
graphic communications, entertainment faeilities 
in plentitude and especially an accessibility in 
geographical location compared with which every 
other large city of the country stands far out- 
classed in a position of distinct, marked, indis- 
putable inferiority. 

St. Louis’ cordial hospitality of celebrity is ex- 
tended to Republicans and Democrats alike, with- 
out distinctions based on tariff, new freedom, 
social justice or other differences, and may be 
shared as well by Socialists, Prohibitionists and 
Progressfves if they decide to come.

DARING NEW CRIME CHARGED. 

J. B, Fergus, whose courageous and successful 
court suits attacking unconstitutional appropria- 
tion bills in Illinois created a situation necessi- 
tating a sfecial session in that State continues 
his assault in a new bill of cémplaint filed at 
Springfield. 

He alleges further extravagances and new ir- 
regularities by committees of inquiry sitting in 
the recess of the Legislature, but his most amaz- 
ing charge is that an entire page of the journal 
of official State Senate proceedings is a forgery. 

He asserts that this page was surreptitiously 
inserted in the journal to show the adoption of 
a resolution authorizing an expenditure of $10,000 
of the taxpayers’ money, when such resolution 
was never considered or even presented to the 
Senate. Under this resolution warrants have al- 
ready been drawn, he says, for the expense of 
maintaining an office in Chicago for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the State. — 

In view of the looseness with which legislative 
records are commonly kept, the charge cannot 
be said to be unbelievable. But if established it 
sets a new mark in daring and unscrupulous 
offenses committed by criminal politicians which 
demands the transfer of somebody’s official head- 
quarters from Springfield or Chicago to Joliet. 

Most Legislatures, including our own, are so 
ready in passing prodigal and unjustifiable appro- 
priations as to make falsification of records 


unnecessary.

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CLOTURB IN THE SENATE. 

“Adoption of a cloture rule by the Senate would 
be a serious mistake,” says the country’s Uncle 
Joe Cannon. This represents the impartial view, 
unaffected by politics or the heat of pending con- 
test, of the most experienced parliamentarian 
at Washington. The former dospot of the House 
admits that his branch of the national legisla- 
ture often is not only radical but hasty and that 
Senate filibusters give lawmakers and people a 
chance to think. 

Cloture of the drastic form in force in the 
House undoubtedly would be a mistake. But 
there are other forms less narrow and arbitrary 
which, judiciously applied, might prevent abuses 
and still preserve the United States Senate's 
status as the only remaining deliberative body in 
che world. A rule permitting a date for a vote 
to be fixed by a majority so large as to leave 
no doubt as to the prevalent opinion of the Sen- 
ate might often be invoked with beneficial re- 
sults in ite saving of time. 

Whatever the device adopted to resirict Senate 
debate within finite limits, it should be shaped 
with some reference to these unquestionable 
facts in past congressional history: . That while 
public impatience with slow action under Sen- 
ate rules has often been justified; these rules 
have been ¢ most effective weapon in offering 
resistance to the tyranny of majorities on the 
part of oppressed parliamentary and popular 
minorities; that while they have been the sole 
recourse in accomplishing the defeat of obnox-

HOSE of us who have not been able to feel the 
| presence of art at the movies will be en- 
couraged by the following clew to its pres- 
ence- Here are the directions of an orchestra leader 
who has conducted his brave band through fourteen 
performances of ‘‘Double Trouble’’ at the Knicker- 
bocker Theater in New York, and is familiar with the 
incidental music to ‘‘The Golden Claw.’’ What he 
says constitutes a suggestion to other orchestra lead- 
ers who have yet to conduct their bands through the 
mazes and mysteries of these two thrillers.

No. 6, 
play adagio to title, ‘‘Grocery Olerk;’’ allo rath- 
er slowly and last repeat till Florian gets into 
carriage. 

Play No. 7 to the office scene and No. 8 to 
the hypnotic scene. Nos. 9 and 10 should be 
played once and No. 11 goes as it stands until the 
title, ‘‘Sweet Violets.’’ No. 12, play °‘‘Tam- 
many’’ and use pizz to business, alternating 
both. No. 13 is the same except pizz tremolo un- 
til ‘‘He Meets Strawberry’’ segue. No. 14, first 
strain only. No. 15, when mother speaks to ward 
healers at steps—play till election parade. No. 
16, parade; No. 17, barroom scene; No. 18, fight; 
No. 19, Brassfield leaves saloon drunk to street 
scene and at cue; No. 20, hypnotic scene once. 

Play “No. 21 till ‘‘Election Morning-’’ WNo. 
22 covers scene between Elizabeth and Brassfield, 
the broken engagement and her exit. ‘‘Tam- 
many’’ short and only once in No. 23, and segue. 
No. 24, the mother’s appeal largo about eight 
measures and segue. No. 25, Elizabeth and let- 
ter. Hypnotic scene again for No. 26. No. 27, 
the election: play ‘‘Tammany’’ three times, 
pizz till Brassfield gives bank notes to man, 
then ‘‘Tammany’’ all through speech, and segue- 
No. 28, election ball—short. 

No. 29, the mother attempts suicide, turns on 
gas. No. 30, ball again till distressed family is 
flashed. No. 31, ball again; when mother is 
flashed stop ten seconds, then segue. Hypnotic 
scene again at No. 32. No. 33, reconciled to Eliza- 
beth.

‘*Play as written’’ is again the only necessary 
suggestion for the music of ‘‘The Golden Claw."’
